An anecdote is related by Charles 
Dickens, which was told at a mooting 
of sailors, hold to diaoiiss their griov- 
anoos at Towor Hill. Tho narrator 
statod that on one occasion ho waB on 
board a ship during an opidenuo oi' 
yollow-fover, and whilo down with tho 
diseaso, awoke to And hitnsolf being 
bowd up in his hammock by tho cap- 
tain, preparatory to being buried in 
tho usual mannor at sea. He vigor- 
ously remonstratod, stating that ho 
■was Dot yet dead, but was told indig- 
nantly "that ho was jolly particular 
as to a few minutes." Such soenos, we 
boliove, have moro than onoo occurrod 
during tho present epidemic of small- 
pox among tho Indians. Tho person 
charged with their obsequies having 
in moro than one instance attempted 
to box-up natives who had sufficient 
vigor to eiicapo and barricade thorn* 
Belvos in adjoining tonomonts, where 
tho legally constituted sexton followed 
them, placing their coffins outsido tho 
door, telling them in unexcoptioniil 
Chinook, that ho would call for them 
at "tonass sun" The inhumanity and 
gross neglect of tho wolfaro of the 
Indian population that havo character- 
ized the proceedings of tho authorities 
during tho presont opidemic,aro boyond 
anything wo can find words to ex- 
press, driven away as they have boon 
from Victoria peiishing.and scattering 
the pestilenco broadcast ail along the 
coast, thus entailing tho extension of 
the diseaso to our young and thriving 
agricultural settlements at Saanieh, 
Cowichan and Comox, whore it is im- 
possible to ostimatotho fearful results 
that are likely toaccruo. Few among 
us would beliovo that whilo tho disoaso 
was rampant among tho aborigines an 
Indian Dance-houso was nightly open, 
at which the nurse in charge of tho 
Indian Small-pox Hospital was wont 
to trip it on the light fantastio and in 
more than one instanco communicated 
tho disease. Such details aimost re- 
mind one of Defoe's graphic descrip- 
tion of tho horrors of the plaguo in 
London. The diseaso has now worn 
itself out among the Indians, having 
ceased for tho want of fresh vietims; 
their mortality has avoragod about 98 
per cent. At present tho disoaso is 
extending among tho white popula- 
tion, showing that it is impossible to 
neglect tho interests of those tiround 
' us without tho groat law of oorapen* 
sation stepping in; and that lo tolerate 
apeoplo living alongside of us in astato 
of barbarism, is attondod by not only 
moral bnt physicial retribution The 
Bpread of tho disease is partly owing 
to first vaccinations having been per- 
formed with lymph aifording no pro- 
tection, and no moans of aggregation 
as regards those affected witn tho dis- 
ease having been adopted. .Numerous 
instances of pooplo during convalescnco 
appearing in public and thus spreading 
tho disease, aro well known, tho 
regulations of the Municipal author- 
ities as to roports being made by the 
pbysiciams in attendance as to the 
names and localities of shone affectod 
havingbeon partially ignorod. We hope 
the Town Counoil will vindicate thoir 
authority, and not allow their Ord- 
nance to become a dead lottor. Wo 
hope also that a Health offioor will bo 
appointed to visit ships arriving, a* 
wo beliovo in this way tho disoaso 
is boing constantly introduood afresh. 
Such an officor might also under tako 
tho management of publio vaccination 
— see to providing propor lymph, at- 
tend to the Indian small-pox hospital, 
«nd generally adviso the authorities on 
sanitary raattors. Tho present small- 
pox hospital for whites wo consider a 
disgraco to tho community. Situa- 
ted within ten yards of tho general 
hospital, it has no separate nurses, is 
overcrowded whon full, and it does not 
provido for tho comfort of tho patients 
who are liablo, nolens volens, to bo sent 
there. Some provision should also 
bo mado to provido a vohiolo lor 
tho special puinoso of transporting 
patients to tho Hospital, and care 
should bo observod that the ordinary 
buggios that healthy people ride about 
• in aro not usod, as it is statod they 
havo boon. Dr .rack son has ondeavcrcd 
to do his bost, but tho situation, furni- 
turo, etc, tiro disgraceful. Much better 
■would it bo to romovo tho hospital, as

PETITION TO ItUMOVE GOV. SEYMOUR. 

Editor Hhitjsii Colonist; — A petition 
hus been put in circulation ostensibly to 
provide nu eseuso to enable Gov. Seymour 
to return to Englnnd to recruit his health, 
hut raally to removo him, and in his place to 
sccuro, n's 1 am (ntormed, the reappointment 
of Sir James Douglas. Now, sir, I am no 
warm admirer of Uuv. Seymour or his policy 
aa a statesman ; but I cannot allow any such 
document as that alluded to lo pass unnoticed, 
nor without warning tho public against signs 
ing it. Muoh of the odium that attaches to 
Gov. Soymour'fl administration is a natural 
consequenco of the nets of omission and 
commission ot the administration of Sir 
James Douglas. It is needless to enter iulo 
details to prove this proposition, bul it is 
nevertheless lruo. Whatever unpopularity 
there is justly! connected with Gov. tieymonr's 
Government cannot be cured by bis removal. 
To remove the Governor will not reduce the 
Governor's salary nor rid the Colony of an 
unnecessary number of otiicials; nor curtail 
the extravagant salaries ol those retained 
What the public require is a cbango of the 
system of Government— suoh a change as 
will secure Representative institutions and 
Responsible Government. Except wo get 
those two principles established, all the 
changing of Governors imaginable will not 
improve the Executivo and Government, nor 
make two blades of grnos grow where one 
grew before. I, therefore, suggest to tho pnb» 
lio to refuse lo bigu the memorial in question.

Two Men Blinded by an Explosion — 
Nink Days Without Food. — Tho Wabasha 
(Minn.) Herald of Aug 20, says: — By a 
letter Irom Mr Harris, formerly of this place, 
we learn tho particulars of u remarkable case 
of suffering at Vermillion. Two men, Nor- 
man and 1'etorson, were employed by the 
Wabasha Gold and Silvor Mining Company 
to drivo a drift on Pine Island, where this 
Company has a very rich vein. Tbey work- 
ed on the island alone, (ha principal opera- 
tions of the miners being on the main land. 
One dav thoy fuel the Inuo lo a big blast 
and after waiting a loog time, foond that the 
liquid fuse hod become extinguished, and at 
once set themselves to work to drill out the 
blast, using water freuly. Mr Norman was 
an old and experienced minor and feared no 
mishaps, taking, as he thought, sufficient 
pains to prevent an explosion ; but, by simo 
mean", in some strange manner, the blast 
was lighted while they were at work. Two 
fingers were torn from one of Norman's 
hands nnd the drill driven through the wrist 
of tho other arm, and both mon were blinded 
by the explosion. iNine days after this a 
party went over to the island Irom iho main- 
land, and Undiog blood mound Ihe spot whero 
tho ill-fated men had been nt work, they bo- 
camo alarme-d, searohod vigorously, and 
finally found them. They had been without 
food since the uccident ; Norman's hand and 
wrist woro alive with maggots, and in the 
eyes of both of those terribly smitten mon 
those loalhsctno crawling things woro so 
embedded, that tney had to be pulled out 
with pinoers, The utmost kindness and caro 
in the power of tho miners was bostowed on 
tho wounded men, and Norman was sent 
down to Superior fur treatment, whilo Poter« 
son romained in camp. Loss of blood saved 
iho men from iho cravings of a terrible ap- 
petite., whilo both muse havo been possessed 
of iron constitutions to havo enabled them 
to survive those lorsible nino days.

Victoria, March 15th, 18C8. 
Editor British Colonist: — Most of Mr 
DeCosmos 1 opinions on publio matters have 
appeared to me unsound ; but 1 have never 
read anything in your journal from bis or 
any other pen that has struck me as so de- 
void of reason as tho letter in Saturday's 
Colonist, Bignod ' AdeC,' whioh I take lo bo 
the initials cf our late Representative in tbe 
Logislative Council. In tho first place I 
should bo glad to know what part ol' tho 
odium attaching to Governor Seymour' Sir 
James Douglas is accountable for 't The 
ebargoa brought against Mr Seymour nre 
thai he does not use the great power entrusted 
to him with judgment. That in a struggling 
overtaxed community duo care is not taken 
to prevent wasteful expenditure. That 
whereas, soon alter bis second advent, he 
clearly led tho Colony lo expect some return 
towards Representative Government ut an 
early period, no movement or indication of 
any movement has yet been made in tha' 
direction; that thore has been an absence 
of ftaDkness and straightforwardness in bis 
acts and correspondence— and that ho has 
shown a general unfitness of disposition und 
of talent lor tho post ho oooupies. For what 
of all this is Sir James Douglas responsible ? 
Your correspondent next asserts that ' Gov- 
ernor Seymour's unpopularity would not be 
cured by his removal.' On this point hardly 
another man in tho Colony will agree with 
' A deO ' So far as I know, Iho Governor's 
most invotera'o opponents hove no ill feeding 
towards Mr Seymour personally. My own 
impression, and I believe tho general odo, is 
that in private lifo Mr Seymour is a most 
amiable and worthy man, making it a mat- 
ter of grcutor regret that ho should continuo 
to hold u positiou lor which he is so unauitod, 
and whore his shortoorairjgi txcite the on- 
mity uf citizens, and tho derision of stran- 
gers. Then ' A deO ' says that 1 a ohango of 
Governors would not decrease the number 
of officials no; tho amount of their salaries.' 
Certainly not, if the now Governor should so 
will ; bat is it not probable that the success- 
or of an officer, removed on account of ex* 
travaganoo, would incline to economy 
wherever economy could bo combined with 
elEciancj? It may be true that 'wo wai.t 
Representative Institutions ;' but it is equally 
true that we once bad them, and that they 
did not altogether agros with us. It is my 
hurnblo opinion that with a good Govornor, 
our present form of government is as good, 
perhaps better, than any wo have yet tried ■ 
though certaioly with a bad Governor we 
could scarcely have a worse system. We 
have made several attempts, more or less 
fitful, to change tho form of our government 
without suocoss, bocuuse Governor Seymour, 
having Ihe power, has also bad Iho will to 
prevent. Then what courso more obviou 8 
than to change the Governor? We could 
hardly Iobb by the ohango— the chances are 
infinitely in our favor, for though the selec- 
tion of tho Governor might not be left with 
us, our well understood withes would have 
woi_:it. 

Taking this view of tho case, I sometime 
since, over the signature of ' A Biitish Co- 
lumbian,' suggested an appeal to tho Home 
Government for the recall ol Governor Sey- 
moGr. Intending to draw np such a petition, 
1 broached the subject lo several citizens, 
cot one of whom but favorod the plan and 
spoke of Governor Seymour as tho great 
stumbling-block to the progress of the Col- 
ony. But when asked to sign— one would say 
1 but you Bee, I sometimes mcetthe Governor 
in private life, and it would not do, ycu 
know.' Another 'could not afford lo dis- 
ploase the Govornor.' Still another f thought 
every ooe should sign— would himself — but 
was about to apply,' etc. And so on— and eo 
tbe scheme ended, but not tho discontent. 1 
had given np all idea of further action in 
the matter, when, on Friday last, the pe ition 
which has brought ' A deC ' ouco moro into 
print, was placed in my bauds. This petin 
tion, after expressions of regret at Governor 
Seymour's infirmities, prays that His Excel- 
lency will dolegato his powers, so ihat he 
may avail himself o! tho moat eQicucious of 
restoratives, chango of air, of scene and of 
oocupation. Sir James Douglas is mentioned 
as possessing tho confidence of the people ; 
aa having a large malorial interest in the Col- 
ony ; and as having already adminstered tho 
Government with Buccees. Here, I thought, 
is what no ono can object to sign ; but it 
appears that thero aro many palaiea !o 
pleasg — the first petition was too Btrong for 
somo, this too weak for others; and the 
amount of interest felt in the welfaro of tho 
Colony so small that no remedy will be 
lakon except the dose bo of the exact 
strength and exaot flavor to suit the whim of 
each. We havo been told that we are slaves 
— and so it Booms wo aro, willing slaves — for 
with tho keys of our fetters within reach, wo 
will not take tho troublo to uso them. Hour 
chains are so pleasant to wear let us at least 
carry them with grace, aud cease to murmur 
a; thoir weight.

Tho rupture cf the negotiations be- 
tween Prussia and Holland relative to the 
navigation of the Rhine appears to bnve 
caused somo nlurm In Rerlin, where the 
determination shown by the Dutch gov* 
eminent in tbe matter is attributed to its 
being secretly supported by France. 
The point in dispute is whether the now 
convention which it is proposed to estabs 
lish in pluce of those now in existence is 
to apply to the whole of the river mid its 
tributaries, or only to the streams on 
either sido of Gurltum and Dordrecht. 
The Dutch government considers that as 
the Merwe and the Muse aro part of Hoi.- 
land, the navigation of those rivers ought 
to be under its exclusive control This 
view is opposed on behalf of the ZoUverein, 
by Prussia, wbt appeals to the Inst con- 
vention on the subject (that of 1831) and 
the Treaty of Vienna, which stipulates 
that the navigation of the Rhino shall be 
free up to the wen. As this is the first 
occasion on which Prussia has acted as 
thn representative of the Zollvcroin it Is 
believed that sho will not, allow the mat- 
ter to drop, but make further and moro 
urgent representations to Holland on the 
subject,
